The  appointment  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  to  various  SGA  offices  was 
made  official  with  the  passing  of 
the  Governance  Committee 
minutes  at  the  Feb.  15  Student 
Senate  meeting:  John  Sousa  and 
Joel  Cameron  -  Senator  ’89,  Nina 
Marie  Ketcham  -  Senator  ’90, 
Kevin  Davis,  Frederick  Wing  and 
Jiime  Yumiseva  -  Senator  ’91, 
Henry  Lewis  -  Senator  ’92, 
Charlene  Levesque  -  Activities 
Commission  ’90.  Robert  Bogren, 
James  Sullivan,  and  Kathy 
Briscoe  were  appointed  to  the 
Student  Court. 

The  position  for  Senator  in  the 
class  of  1990  was  contended  bet¬ 
ween  Nina  Marie  Ketcham  and 
former  Senator  Sandeep  Bedi. 
Bedi’s  office  had  been  declared 
open  by  the  Student  Court  after 
he  had  nnssed  more  than  four 
m  re  fall  semester.  The

positions,  lost  confidence  in  Bedi 
when  he  requested  to  be  on  the 
“Court”  committee.  Bedi  was 
apparently  unaware  that  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Court  is  an  entirely  separate 
entity  from  the  Student  Senate. 
Governance  recommended  Ket¬ 
cham,  and  Senate  voted  her  in. 
Student  Services 
The  Student  Services  Commit¬ 
tee,  along  with  SGA  President 
Charlie  Ryan  and  Tim  Lloyd 
have  been  the  main  force  behind 
the  Student  Government  Associa¬ 
tion  effort  to  improve  parking 
here  at  ULowell.  Senator  Jayne 
Gallagher  met  with  city  coun¬ 
cilors  and  recounted  their  reac¬ 
tions  to  the  various  proposals 
made  by  Lloyd  and  Ryan,  as  well 
as  the  councilors  suggestions. 

During  discussion  of  one  of  the 
ideas  at  the  Feb.  22  Senate 
meeting,  which  involved  com¬ 
muter  parking  at  Cawley  stadium 
and  shuttle  buses,  there  was  an 
impassioned  debate  as  to  whether 
or  not  Freshmen  should  be  re¬ 
quired  to  park  there  if  the  plan  is 
feasible. 

Student  Services  has  also  been 

publishing  a  survey  in  the  Coo- 
detenmne  the  most 


popular  Thursday  Night  drinking 
establishments.  There  is  a 
possibility  of  running  shuttles 
there  and  back  to  discourage 
drunk  driving. 

The  contingent  of  Student  Ser¬ 
vices  members  who  are  also 
South  Campus  Student  Informa¬ 
tion  Center  members  have  been 
working  on  individual  projects. 
SIC  Director  Paul  Dunfey  has 
been  working  on  getting  patio 
furniture  for  the  South  Campus 
terrace  and  benches  for  North 
Campus.  Chuck  Mahaleris  call¬ 
ed  City  Hall  about  the  status  of 
the  crosswalk  in  front  of  Fox 
Hall.  It  will  be  repainted  in  the 
spring.  Senator  Rich  Abreu  has 
spoken  to  facilities  about  the 
lighting  of  the  South  Campus 
Quad.  He  has  also  been  hunting 
down  the  most  economical  prices 
for  a  new  TV  for  the  McGauvran 
Student  Center. 

Public  Relations 
The  Public  Relations  Committee 
is  currently  also  working  on  the 
parking  situation,  as  well  as 
possibly  hosting  a  convention  in 
August.

Education  lobbyists  will  work  with  Bush’s  budqet

(CPS)  -  Overall  spending  on 
college  student  aid  w  ould  drop  a 
hole,  certain  kinds  of  grants 
would  disappear,  black  colleges 
w  ould  get  more  money  and  the 
federal  government  would  pro¬ 
vide  less  money  for  students  to 
borrow  under  the  budget  proposal 


Pre^xiem  George  Bush  made  to 
Congress  Feb.  9. 

The  proposal,  which  Congress 
will  now  weigh,  covers  federal 
higher  education  spending  for  the 
Oct.  1,  1989  through  Sept.  30, 
1990  fiscal  year. 

“It  looks  more  impressive  than 
it  actually  is,”  said  Charles 


Saunders  of  the  American  Coun¬ 
cil  on  Education  (ACE)  of  the 
proposed  budget. 

Jancet  Lieberman  of  the  United 
States  Student  Association 
(USSA),  which  represents  cam¬ 
pus  presidents  in  the  capitol,  con¬ 
tended  Bush  “is  actually  cutting 
education  funding  by  not  allow- 
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mg  for  inflation.  He  says  he’s 
freezing  defense  spending,  but 
there  he’s  allowing  for  inflation.” 

Yet  all  the  lobbying  groups  that 
will  be  trying  to  wring  more 
money  out  of  the  government  for 
colleges  during  the  budget  pro¬ 
cess  were  far  less  alarmed 
byBush’s  proposed  education

budget  than  they  had  been  by 
Ronald  Reagan’s. 

“There  is  a  new  climate,” 
Sanders  explained.  “It’s 
refreshing  to  have  a  guy  (like 
U.S.  Dept,  of  Education 
Secretary  Lauro  Cavasos).  It’s 
much  better  than  (President 
Reagan’s  Secretary  of  Education 
William)  Bennett,  who  would 
come  in  and  say  ‘Okay  you 
bastards,  we’re  gonna  cut  your 
funding.’  ” 

In  fact.  Bush’s  conciliatory 
tone  prompted  Lieberman  to  call 
the  upcoming  budget  debate  “a 
negotiation  instead  of  a  battle.” 

“It’s  a  significant  improvement 
over  what  we  got  from  Reagan,” 
added  ACE’s  David  Merkowitz. 
“Last  year  was  the  first  year 
Reagan  didn’t  try  to  decimate  stu¬ 
dent  aid.” 

“This  guy  is  willing  to  work 
with  people  to  come  to  some  kind 
of  a  compromise,  to  see  what  can 
be  done,”  said  a  Department  of 
Education  official  who  asked  to 
remain  anonymous. 

While  the  Bush  budget  does 
vary  from  the  one  proposed  by 
Reagan  in  mid-January— most 
notably,  it  calls  for  greater  fun¬ 
ding  for  pre-school,  elementary

Certainly,  some  of  the 
members  I  have  come  in  contact 
were  overzealous,  but  the 
spreading  of  God's  Word  is  all- 
important  to  them.  That  is  their 
base. 

The  outcome  was  that  they

and  high  school  programs— 
Bush’s  planned  spending  for 
higher  education  doesn’t  differ 
that  much  from  Reagan’s. 

“The  real  point  is:  are  the 
needs  being  met  for  postsecon¬ 
dary  education  now?”  Saunders 
said.  Answering  his  own  ques¬ 
tion,  he  added,  “We’re  left  with 
the  same  concerns  we  had  when 
President  Reagan  released  his 
budget  in  January.” 

Bush  would  like  to  do  more  for 
higher  education,  the  Department 
of  Education  official  said,  but 
budget  restrictions  caused  by  the 
federal  deficit  tie  his  hands. 

“The  deficit  problem  affects 
everything,”  the  Education  Dept, 
official  said.  “We’ve  got  to  cut 
it  or  we’re  dead  in  the  water. 

“The  only  new  money  for 
postsecondary  education,”  he 
said,  “is  for  National  Science 
Scholarships  and  traditionally 
black  colleges.” 

The  Bush  budget  would  award 
$5  million  to  570  high  school 
students  who  excel  in  science  as 
college  scholarships.  The  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  official  said  it’s 


an  attempt  to  increase  American 
science  competitiveness,  which 
recent  studies  say  falters  com¬ 
pared  to  Japanese  and  European 
students.  By  1992,  the  bush 
budget  calls  for  $20  million  to  be 
awarded  in  science  grants. 

The  Bush  budget  also  calls  for 
$10  million  to  help  bolster  tradi¬ 
tionally  black  colleges  and 
universities,  schools  Bush  has 
supported  for  decades.  The 
budget  calls  for  that  funding  to  in¬ 
crease  to  $16  million  by  1992. 

Overall  student  aid  spending, 
however,  would  drop  to  $8.8 
billion,  down  from  1989’s  $8.9 
billion.  But  those  who  need  it 
most,  according  to  the  ad¬ 
ministration,  still  will  get  federal 
help  to  go  to  college. 

He’s  getting  the  money  for 
“the  disadvantaged,”  as  the 
budget  book  calls  poorer 
students,  by  taking  it  from  other 
programs,  critics  contended. 

“He’s  taking  from  the  back 
pocket  to  give  to  the  front 
pocket,”  Lieberman  said. 
“That’s  not  kosher  with  us.” 

Like  all  eight  of  Reagan’s 
budgets,  Bush’s  budget  proposed 


killing  the  State  Student  Incentive 
Grants  (SSIG)  program,  letting 
the  students  who  currently  get 
SSIGs  apply  for  Pell  Grants 
instead. 

The  Pell  Grant  program,  in 
turn,  would  get  $4.74  billion,  up 
from  1989’s  $4.48  billion.  The 
administration  also  would  let 
part-time  students  get  Pell  Grants, 
something  they’re  prohibited 
from  doing  now. 

“That’s  good,”  said  Lieber¬ 
man.  “It’s  an  encouraging  move. 
This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion.” 

But  a  National  Association  of 
Student  Financial  Aid  Ad¬ 
ministrators  spokeswoman,  who 
said  her  organization  couldn’t  of¬ 
ficiality  comment  on  the  budget 
immediately,  argues  almost  $100 
million  of  the  Pell  Grant  increase 
won’t  do  students  much  good 
because  it  will  be  used  to  cover 
1989  shortfalls. 

Bush  also  seeks  to  slash  fun¬ 
ding  for  perkins  Loans  from 
1989’s  $205  million  to  $22 
million.  Funding  for  Stafford 
Loans,  formerly  known  as 
Guaranteed  Student  Loans,  would 


also  be  reduced,  from  1989’s 
$3,174  billion  to  $2,962  billion. 

Work-study  funds  would  re¬ 
main  at  1989  levels,  while  Sup¬ 
plemental  Grants  funding  would 
increase  from  1989’s  $438 
million  to  $452  million. 

The  president  also  proposed  in¬ 
creasing  funding  for  a  new  kind 
of  student  loan,  called  Income 
Contingent  Loans  (ICL),  from 
$4.9  million  to  $20  million. 

With  ICLs,  which  now  are 
available  on  a  test  basis  at  10 
campuses,  students  repay  their 
college  loans  in  amounts  that  de¬ 
pend  on  how  much  they  earn  after 
they  leave  school. 

The  government  loves  them 
because  they  are  harder  to  default 
on  than  Stafford  Loans,  but  they 
have  been  a  bust  so  far  on  the  test 
campuses. 

“I  encourage  students  to  bor¬ 
row  from  the  (Stafford  Loan) 
program  first  because  the  interest 
rate  is  lower  and  interest  does  not 
accrue,”  said  financial  aid  direc¬ 
tor  E.F.  Hall  of  Wheeling  Jesiut 
College  in  West  Virginia,  one  of 
the  test  schools.  “Theoretically, 
you  could  be  paying  this  loan  off 
for  30  years.  ”□

A  Fish  Called  Wanda ,  1988 
rated  R:  directed  by  Charles 
Crichton ,  rating:  good. 

Cast  out  for  some  laughs,  and 
A  Fish  Called  Wanda  takes  the 
hook,  line  and  sinker.  It  surfaces 
as  the  funniest  movie  of  the  year. 

Wanda  succeeds  with  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  cast,  particular¬ 
ly  Kekvin  Kline.  As  the  bumbling 
and  lethal  killer  Otto,  Kline  shark 
tooths  your  funny  bone.  He  steals 
the  scene  whether  he  mocks  Ken¬ 
ny’S  stutter  or  jealously  pursues 
Wanda.  It’s  such  a  drastic  change 
to  watch  Kline  in  a  humorous  role 
after  so  many  serious  films  such 
as  Cry  Freedom  and  Sophie's 
Choice ,  but  he’a  at  home  in  a 
comedy. 

Jamie  Lee  Curtis,  who  plays 
the  jewel  thief  Wanda  Ger- 
shwivtz,  is  sexy  and  sassy.  John 
Cleese  as  Archie  Leach  and 
Michael  Palin  as  the  stuttering 


Kenny  assume  their  roles  as  deft¬ 
ly  as  they  did  on  the  Monty 
Python  T.V.  series. 

Four  thiefs  steal  a  cache  of 
diamonds,  intending  to  split  them 
up  and  get  rich.  A  series  of  dou¬ 
ble  crosses  ensues,  and  the  gang’s 
leader  George  gets  arrested. 
George  hides  the  diamonds  and 
refuses  to  disclose  his  secret. 
Wanda  decides  she  must  seduce 
George’s  lawyer  (Cleese)  in  order 
to  discover  their  whereabouts. 
One  mishap  after  another  happens 
when  everyone  tries  to  find  those 
diamonds. 

Archie  doesn’t  want  to  discuss  the 
case  with  Wanda  but  he  eventual¬ 
ly  succumbs  to  her  charm.  The 
two  head  for  South  America  with 
the  diamonds  but  not  before 
several  hilarious  scenes  occur  as 
everyone  tries  to  get  the  jewels.

Paul  Gay,  Associate  Professor 
at  the  College  of  Music,  will  be 
honored  at  a  reception  to  be  spon¬ 
sored  by  Indian  Hill  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  recognition  of  his 
tenth  anniversary  as  the  or¬ 
chestra’s  music  director. 

The  reception  will  be  held  on 
Sunday,  March  12,  from  6:00  - 
8:00  p.m.,  in  the  Groton  School, 
dining  hall,  on  Farmers  Row  in 
Groton,  Ma.  Musical  entertain¬ 
ment  and  hors  d’ oeuvres  will  be 
provided  during  the  evening. 
Tickets  are  $15  per  person  and 
may  be  reserved  by  March  6  by 
calling  486-9524. 

Founded  in  1975  in  Groton, 
Ma,,  as  the  Indian  Hill  Chamber 
Orchestra,  the  orchestra  initially 
hired  guest  conductors  before  ap¬ 
pointing  Gay  as  permanent  music 
director  and  conductor.  The  or¬ 


chestra  at  that  time  was  basically 
a  community  orchestra  whose 
members  lived  in  the  area  and 
donated  their  services,  even 
though  several  were  professional 
musicians.  All  musicians  in  the 
orchestra  are  now  paid,  and 
although  the  majority  live  in  the 
area  around  Groton  and  Ayer, 
some  travel  from  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Connecticut,  and  Maine. 

“My  overriding  philosophy,” 
says  Gay,  “has  been  to  let  the  or¬ 
chestra  grow  at  a  pace  that  is  right 
for  the  community  and  the  area, 
and  the  musicians  involved.”  It’s 
been  a  natural  development,  he 
explains,  which  coincided  with 
the  growth  in  the  495  corridor. 
He  credits  community  commit¬ 
ment  for  making  the  orchestra’s 
development  happen. 

The  orchestra  now  works  with 


nationally  famous  composers  and 
soloists.  The  orchestra  presents  a 
subscription  series  primarily  in 
the  Ayer  High  School 
Auditorium,  but  also  performs  at 
Merrimack  College  in  North  An¬ 
dover  and  has  performed  several 
times  at  Durgin  Hall,  with  the 
support  of  U  Lowell’s  Center  for 
the  Arts. 

On  April  29  at  8:00  p.m.  at 
Sentry  Auditorium  in  Concord, 
the  orchestra  will  present  a  con¬ 
cert  performance  of  La  Boheme, 
starring  Catherine  Lamy,  Noel 
Velasco  and  Jayne  West,  all  of 
whom  have  international  careers. 
The  chorus  will  be  composed  of 
U  Lowell’s  Choral  Union  and 
Concert  Choir,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  Christopher 
McGahan.

Siskel’s  flicks  picks

Our  flick  of  the  week  is  “Bill 
&  Ted's  Excellent  Adventure.” 
and  intentionally  sophomonc  but 
rarely  amusing  fantasy .  The  story 
involves  a  couple  of  suburban 
California  boys  (Alexander 
Winter  and  Keanu  Reeves)  who 
meet  up  with  a  time  machine  and 
take  a  trip  through  history  collec¬ 
ting  famous  people  to  help  them 
pass  their  history  exam.  More 
time  is  spent  by  the  boys  saying 
“excellent”  or  “man"  to  each 
other  than  engaging  any  of  the 
famous  persons  such  as 
Napoleon,  Freud,  Billy  the  Kid  or 
Socrates  in  conversation.  “Bill  & 
Ted’s  Excellent  Adventure”  is 
rated  PG.  2  stars. 

Cousins.  This  is  a  surprising¬ 
ly  good  remake  of  the  1975 
French  romance  “Cousin, 
Cousine.”  The  American  has  a 
more  comedic  tone,  but  it  also  re¬ 
tains  the  spirit  of  the  original  in 
suggesting  that  switching  partners 
is  not  a  bad  idea  if  a  marriage  has 
no  emotional  basis.  Ted  Danson 
and  Isabella  Rossellini  star  as  two 
conservative  people  who  are 
cuckolded  by  their  spouses,  Sean 
Young  and  William  Petersen. 
While  Young  and  Petersen  are 
quick  to  jump  into  bed,  Rosselini 
and  Danson  are  attracted  to  each 
other  but  are  much  more  respect¬ 
ful  of  each  other’s  failing  mar¬ 
riages.  Will  they  be  friends  or 
friends  and  lovers?  That  simple 
story  line  is  nicely  complicated  by 
a  variety  of  relationships  that 
cross  generational  lines,  in¬ 
cluding  Lloyd  Bridges  in  a 
hilalriously  frank  role  as  Dan- 
son’s  widowed  father.  And  then 
there’s  Danson’s  teen-age  son,  a 
guerrilla  video  artist  who  captures 
many  embarrassing  moments  on 


tape.  It  all  adds  up  to  a  clever, 
bright  and  laugh-filled  entertain¬ 
ment.  PG-13.  3 Vi  stars. 

Things  Change.  “Things 
Change,”  another  superior 
writing-directing  job  by  David 
Mamet,  is  a  much  warmer  story 
than  Mamet  typically  writes.  This 
fable  involves  the  Mafia,  and 
that’s  where  the  comedy 
develops.  Joe  Mantegna, 
Mamet’s  favorite  leading  man, 
plays  a  mob  flunkie  on  probation 
given  a  routine  assignment  that  he 
turns  into  a  potential  disaster.  His 
job  is  to  guard  a  simple  Italian 
shoemaker  (Don  Ameche)  who 
agrees  to  take  a  three  year  prison 
rap  for  a  lookalike  Mafia  chief¬ 
tain  in  exchange  for  his  life’s 
dream  -  a  boat.  But  Mantegna 
isn’t  content  to  merely  baby-sit 
Ameche  in  Chicago.  Instead,  he 
uses  Ameche  as  a  key  to  unlock 
his  own  fantasy  -  living  the  high- 
life  in  Lake  Tahoe.  The  film  is 
mostly  light  and  funny,  but  it  also 
has  a  wistful  ending.  Both  lead 
actors  are  sensational.  PG.  7>Vi 
stars. 

Torch  Song  Trilogy.  Harvey 
Fierstein’s  play  about  die  confes¬ 
sions  of  a  gay  drag  queen  was 
uneven  on  stage  and  the  same 
flaw  is  even  more  apparent  on  the 
big  screen.  Fierstein  is  riveting 
when  he  talks  directly  to  the 
camera  about  his  univeral  fear  of 
being  unloved;  the  movie  gets  in¬ 
to  trouble  as  it  becomes  increas¬ 
ingly  melodramatic,  culminating 
in  his  adopting  a  child  in  the  face 
of  his  pushy  mother  (Anne  Ban¬ 
croft  in  another  overwrought  per¬ 
formance).

Help  rebuild  Armenia 

Every  now  and  then,  a  special  cry  for  help  will  reach  our  of¬ 
fice  and  the  editorial  committee  will  give  space  for  the  effort. 
In  this  case,  the  need  is  for  financial  support  to  rebuild  the 
schools  that  were  damaged  by  the  earthquake  that  crippled 
Armenia  last  year.  Please  hear  their  story  and  respond. 

I  am  an  American-Armenian  student  currently  attending 
Rutgers  University  in  New  Jersey.  As  I  begin  the  new  semester, 

I  can’t  help  but  wonder  how  the  students  in  Armenia  feel.  Most, 
if  not  all  of  the  students  have  lost  loved  ones  and  friends  and 
many  have  been  injured,  some  permanently.  In  addition,  most 
of  the  universities  in  the  area  have  been  completely  destroyed. 
It  is  estimated  that  88  schools  were  leveled  within  3  minutes 
on  the  day  the  earthquake  hit. 

None  of  us  could  have  predicted  or  prevented  the  earth¬ 
quake.  However,  we  can  help  to  rebuild  shattered  lives.  In  par¬ 
ticular,  I  am  appealing  to  the  students  of  American  universities 
to  help  ease  the  pain  of  the  students  in  Armenia.  I  am  asking 
that  we  as  students  organize  fundraising  events  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  rebuilding  the  schools  and  universities. 

Funds  can  be  raised  in  many  different  ways.  Booths  can  be 
set  up  in  the  student  center  and  dances,  concerts,  and  other 
student  activities  can  be  held  for  the  specific  purpose  of  aiding 
the  victims  of  the  earthquake.  Students  can  even  organize  a 
neighborhood  campaign  to  raise  money. 

Since  the  earthquake,  I  have  been  actively  involved  in  relief 
efforts,  organized  by  the  Armenian  General  Benevolent  Union 
(the  “AGBU”).  The  AGBU,  established  in  1906,  is  the  largest 
Armenian  philanthropic  organization  in  the  world.  The  AGBU 
created  the  Armenia  Aid  program.  The  AGBU  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  has  pledged  to  spend  100%  of  all  monies  raised  to  aid  the 
victims  in  Armenia.  Donations  earmarked  for  a  specific  purpose 
will  be  used  only  for  that  purpose.  Therefore,  all  monies  raised 
by  students  in  American  universities,  which  are  earmarked  for 
the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  schools  and  universities,  will  be 
used  only  for  that  purpose. 

The  AGBU  will  attempt  to  provide  speakers  to  you  and  your 
student  groups  if  requested.  In  addition,  the  AGBU  would  be 
happy  to  discuss  ways  in  which  your  student  groups  can  help 
and  proide  you  information  about  the  fundraising  activities  of 
the  schools  in  your  area.  Posters  advertising  the  plight  of  the 
Armenians  have  been  printed  and  are  available  upon  request. 
Please  feel  free  to  call  Alex  Markarian,  Chairman  of  the  AGBU 
Armenia  Aid  Fundraising  Committee  at  his  office  at  (212) 
221-5730,  for  further  information  about  the  organization  or  any 
other  questions  you  may  have  about  the  Armenia  Aid  program. 

The  cost  to  rebuld  the  shattered  region  in  Armenia  and  the 
lives  of  those  affected  is  too  large  for  any  one  nation  or  people 
to  bear  alone.  The  Armenians  need  our  asistance.  As  the  new 
semester  begins  with  all  the  hope  surrounding  it,  let  us  think 
about  our  fellow  students  in  Armenia  who  now  have  no  schools 
to  attend  and  who  have  questions  rather  than  hope  surroun¬ 
ding  their  future.  Please  help.  Thank  you.

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Car  alarms

Boston-  It  is  3  a. m.,  a  happy 
hour  for  creatures  of  the  deep 
REM,  the  time  of  night  when 
pillow  and  posture  have  found 
their  natural  resting  state  and  the 
mind  is  free  to  dream.  But 
somewhere  from  the  middle 
distance,  a  sound  is  piercing  the 
plotline  of  one  urban  sleeper’s 
dream. 

WAAAAH.  One  long 
loathsome  note  in  the  night.  It  is 
the  well-known  cry  from  the 
modem  beast  of  burden,  the  car 
alarm. 

In  our  sleeper’s  city 
neighborhood  an  automobile  is 
shrieking.  Like  a  watchdog  in 
front  of  the  ranch,  the  car  howls 
on  and  on,  announcing  some 
perceived  intrusion  on  its  ter¬ 
ritory.  Probably  the  prowler  is 
the  wind,  or  a  faulty  electrical 
wire  or  a  branch  that  has  touch¬ 
ed  the  high-gloss  sensitivity  of  its 
surface,  but  the  car  is  relentless 
in  its  screaming  self-defense. 

Behind  a  brick  wall,  our 
sleeper  gradually  and  reluctantly 
is  roused  from  the  kingdom  of 
deep  REMs.  One  eye  opens  onto 
the  green  numbers  of  the  digital 
clock:  3:15  a.m.  She  estimates 
the  distance  of  the  offending  vehi¬ 
cle.

Five 
minutes  maybe  ten. 

She  is  a  veteran  of  many  such 
nights  in  a  city  where  car  alarms 
are  more  common  than  cat  howls. 
So  she  offers  a  small  prayer  to  the 
Saint  of  Slumber:  Let  this  be  the 
kind  that  goes  off  automatically. 
Her  prayers  are  answered. 
Pillows  and  posture  are  rearrang¬ 
ed.  But  with  a  cruelty  yet  to  be 
ranked  on  any  torture  list,  as  she 
begins  to  drift  off  the  alarm 
springs  back  into  action. 

On  again,  off  again.  The  digital 
clock  reads  4:34  a.m.  Her  dreams 
have  now  been  replaced  by  fan¬ 
tasies  of  revenge.  If  it  weren’t  so 
cold  and  dark,  ah,  what  a  time  she 
would  have.  A  spray  can,  a 
deflated  tire  come  into  her  mind. 
She  would  wait  in  hiding  for  the 
owner  and  handcuff  him  to  a 
chair  with  a  six-hour  tape  plugg¬ 
ed  into  his  brain.  Have  a  nice  day. 

By  5:07,  she  has  begun  a  more 
serious  computation.  There  are  a 
minimum  of  a  thousand  people 
within  range  of  the  offending 
vehicle.  Of  that  number  surely 
half  have  had  their  sleep 
shattered. 

What  is  the  productivity  of  that 
small  community,  what  are  their 
salaries,  what  is  the  cost  in 
crankiness  and  exhaustion  due  to 
loss  of  sleep?  What  on  the  other 
hand  is  the  relative  value  of  the 
car?  How  many  of  these  alarms 
are  true  and  how  many  more 
false?  How  did  the  shrieking  of 
the  four-wheeled  night  creature 
become  an  accepted  fact  of  life? 

Our  former  sleeper,  now  fully 
alert,  thinks  back  to  the  recent 
Saturday  when,  in  full  daylight, 
a  false  alarm  polluted  an  entire 
downtown  block  and  hundreds  of 
people  passively  walked  around 
it.  They  accepted  the  right  of  that 


car  owner  to  disturb  their  peace 
in  his  efforts  to  protect  his 
property. 

Does  the  shrieking  of  the  night 
represent  the  victory  of  crime 
over  community?  Our  would-be 
sleeper  is  a  veteran  of  one  stolen 
tape-deck.  She  lives  in  a  city 
where  car  theft  is  a  major  hobby. 
But  it  occurs  to  her  that  our  self- 
defense  budget  has  escalated 
automatically.  We  rarely 
calculate  whether  this  defense  has 
affected  community  life  more 
than  the  offense. 

Our  car  alarms  announce  that 
we  value  private  property  over 
public  interest.  We  support  the 
right  of  citizens  to  protect  their 
property,  even  if  their  false 
alarms  steal  our  sleep. 

Is  it  too  much  to  suggest  some 
comparison  to  guns?  After  all,  in 
defense  of  the  right  to  bear  arms 
of  self-protection,  we  allow  easy 
access  to  weapons  that  shatter 
whole  communities. 

What  she  is  proposing  now— it 
is  5:45  a.m.  and  counting-is  a 
reassessment  of  the  value  of  pro¬ 
perty  over  community.  If  we  can 
pass  rules  for  private  space-don ’t 
dump  garbage  on  the  front  lawn, 
or  don’t  keep  a  chicken  coop  in 
the  city— then  why  allow  a  load¬ 
ed  car  ready  to  go  off  at  any 
minute?  If  we  can  zone 
everything  from  the  height  of 
fences  to  the  behavior  of  pitbulls, 
surely  we  can  insist  on  a  no-siren 
zone. 

It  is  six  o’clock  in  the  city.  An 
owner's  hope  to  scare  off  a  thief 
has  instead  robbed  a 
neighborhood  of  quiet.  The 
woman  chalks  a  victory  for  the 
things  that  go  WAAAAH  in  the 
night.  She  rises  now  to  sound  the 
alarm  about  alarms.  Quietly,  of 
course. 


Agreement  is  key 


In  your  recent  article  address¬ 
ing  abortion  and  society,  you 
referred  to  “the  life  that  has  not 
yet  lived.”  This  implies  that  a 
fetus  is  not  alive.  However,  I 
don’t  think  that  is  really  the  issue. 

I  believe  that  the  core  of  the 
abortion  issue  lies  in  how  one 
defines  the  term  “human  being”. 
In  other  words,  where  do  we 
draw  the  line  and  say,  “Yes,  this 
is  a  human  being,”  or,  “No,  this 
one  doesn’t  qualify,”? 

Many  people  believe  that 
human  life  begins  at  the  point  of 
conception.  Others  draw  the  line 


somewhere  between  conception 
and  birth,  such  as  a  certain  point 
where  the  fingerprints  are  form¬ 
ed.  Either  way,  I  think  it  is  very 
important  for  us  to  remember  that 
the  first  principal  of  “life,  liber¬ 
ty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness,” 
is  life  itself.  If  we  agree  that  a  live 
human  egg  cell,  joined  with  a  live 
human  sperm  cell,  is  still  alive, 
the  next  question  should  be,  “is 
this  a  human  being,  and  if  not, 
then  what  is  it?”  Indeed,  how  DO 
we  define  a  human  being?  It  isn’t 
easy. 

Another  question  is,  by  what 


standards  should  we  make  that 
definition?  There  are  several  op¬ 
tions:  a  dictionary  definition,  a 
medical  definition,  and  a  legal 
definition,  to  name  a  few. 

In  essence,  before  we  decide 
whether  or  not  aboriton  is  murder 
or  mercy,  maybe  we  should  make 
certain  we  all  mean  the  same 
thing  when  we  refer  to  human  be¬ 
ings,  and  life.  If  we  can  all  agree 
on  what  we’re  talking  about,  I 
think  we’ll  be  a  lot  closer  to  solv¬ 
ing  the  abortion  issue.
